The  estimated  population  shows  an  increase  of  880 
during  the  past  year,  and  1,890  since  1945. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  lower  at  32.7  (49)  and 
compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  29.8. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  more  favourable  than  that  for  the 
whole  country  {i.e.  15.8)  ;  the  Death  Rate  is  similar  (11.6).

— Bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
Coventry. 
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C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1. — Water  Supply. 

The  Consulting  Water  Engineers,  Messrs.  W.  Herbert 
Bateman  and  Partners,  carried  out  a  survey  of  the  needs  of 
the  whole  district  and  of  the  posssible  sources  of  supply  to  meet 
these  requirements.  In  the  result,  outline  schemes  are  in  hand 
to  take  bulk  supplies  {a)  for  the  Northern  area  of  the  district, 
from  Coventry,  and  [h)  for  the  Southern  parishes,  from  the 
Shipston-Rural  District  Council — which  will  in  turn  take  the 
water  from  North  Cotwold  Rural  District  Council.  These 
schemes  were  being  pressed  forward  by  the  Engineers. 

Southam  and  Long  Itchington. — The  Southam  improve¬ 
ment  scheme  was  commenced  on  22nd  August,  1950,  the  con¬ 
tractors  being  the  Browning  Construction  Co.,  Rugby,  and 
the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  deputy  acting  as 
resident  engineers.  The  first  length  completed  through  Wes¬ 
ton  Lane,  was  put  into  operation  as  soon  as  possible  and  made 
some  immediate  improvement  to  the  Leamington  Road  area 
supply.  The  work  is  progressing. 

The  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs  H.  W.  Bateman  and 
Partners,  who  were  responsible  for  the  scheme,  visited  the 
works  from  time  to  time. 

16  more  houses  were  connected  to  the  mains  supply. 

Stockton. — The  Water  Department  extended  the  water 
mains  in  Becks  Lane  and  Church  Lane  on  to  the  housing  site' 
(for  28  houses)  to  allow  the  builders  to  commence  their  opera¬ 
tions  and  to  save  delay  in  awaiting  the  completion  of  the  engin¬ 
eering  works  which  formed  a  separate  contract. 

10  further  houses  were  connected  to  the  Council’s  mains 
and  also  the  school.  In  view  of  special  circumstances  the 
Council  granted  a  supply  to  a  farm  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Shotteswell,  Ratley,  Warmington,  Farnborough  and  Fenny 
Compton. — The  public  enquiry  into  the  proposals  in  the  above 
parishes  was  held  on  the  3rd  January,  1950.  The  Minister 
notified  the  Council  on  the  16th  March,  1950,  of  his  approval 
m  principle  to  the  sinking  of  boreholes  at  Ratley,  Shotteswell 
and  Warmington  and  also  at  Farnborough.  The  proposal  to 
augment  the  Fenny  Compton  source  from  the  Rugby  supply 
was  not  approved  by  the  Minister. 

The  borehole  was  sunk  at  Farnborough  but  the  work 
proved  to  be  abortive. 
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The  borehole  was  sunk  at  Shotteswell  and  a  14  day  pump¬ 
ing  test  carried  out  ;  the  yield  was  very  disappointing.  The 
recommendations  of  the  Consulting  Engineers  were  awaited. 
It  is  probable  that  this  scheme  will  be  abandoned. 

The  Council  considered  representations  with  regard  to 
the  emergency  supply  to  the  Edgehill  and  Camp  Lane  dis¬ 
tricts  of  Ratley  and  it  was  decided  to  continue  this  service. 

Radway. — In  connection  with  the  proposal  to  erect  15 
Council  houses  at  Radway  a  survey  was  made  of  the  village 
supply.  The  report  which  was  based  on  the  then  yield  of  the 
springs  stated,  inter  alia,  “  that  is  it  of  course  possible,  that 
the  new  Council  houses  may  interfere  with  the  supply  to  the 
village.” 

Priors  Marston  and  Priors  Hardwick. — The  supply  to 
these  villages  was  maintained.  It  may  be  possible  to  elect¬ 
rify  the  booster  plant  at  Marston  Doles,  but  a  supply  of 
electricity  can  not  be  made  available  for  some  time. 

6  more  houses  were  connected  to  the  mains  supply. 

Burton  Dassett. — 2  more  houses  were  connected  to  the 
mains  supply. 

Harbury,  Bishops  Itchington,  Napton,  Ladbroke  and 
Gaydon. — These  villages  form  the  original  ‘‘  Rugby  ”  supply 
scheme.  Further  houses  were  connected  as  follows,  Harbury 
12,  Napton  12,  Ladbroke  1,  Gaydon  1  house  and  also  the 
School. 

Lighthorne. — 23  more  houses  were  connected  to  the  mains. 

U [ton. — The  school  was  connected  to  the  mains. 

Shuckburgh. — 18  houses  were  connected  to  the  Council’s 
new  main. 


GENERAL  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  WATER  SUPPLY. 

1. — Whether  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory — 

[a)  in  quality — Yes.  The  bulk  of  the  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

60  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacter¬ 
iological  examination. 

3  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis. 
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Where  results  were  unsatisfactory,  investigations  were 
made  and  necessary  instructions  given. 

{b)  in  quantity — it  was  necessary  to  continue  the 
emergency  supply  to  part  of  one  village. 

No  new  supplies  are  being  afforded  by  the  Council 
for  other  than  domestic  purposes. 

2.  — Where  a  piped  supply,  whether  bacteriological  sam¬ 
ples  were  made  for  [a)  raw,  {b)  treated,  water. — Regular  bac¬ 
teriological  samples  of  public  piped  supplies  were  taken  and 
proved  satisfactory  with  one  exception  ;  in  this  case  necessary 
works  were  carried  out  resulting  in  an  improvement. 

3.  — The  water  from  Holywell,  Southam,  is  chlorinated  at 
source.

5.  — Sewerage  and  Sewerage  Disposal. — Schemes  have  been 
prepared  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  Works  for  the  vil¬ 
lages  of  Harbury  and  Bishops  Itchington,  Napton,  Burton 
Dassett,  Gaydon.  Long  Itchington  and  Stockton. 

Harbury  and  Bishops  Itchington  and  Napton  on  the  Hill. 

The  schemes  were  finally  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  a  starting  date  awarded  for  1951. 

Long  Itchington  , Burton  Dassett,  Gaydon  and  Stockton. 

The  Ministry  of  Heahh  are  proposing  to  hold  a  joint 
inquiry  into  the  proposals  for  the  above  schemes.  The  date 
of  this  is  awaited. 

Fenny  Compton  and  Priors  Marston. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  preparation  of  schemes  for 
these  two  villages. 

6.  — Public  Cleansing. — Application  was  received  from  a 
number  of  parishes  not  covered  by  the  service  for  inclusion. 
As  a  necessary  preliminary  to  re-organising  the  service,  a  new 
vehicle  was  ordered  and  delivered,  the  extended  service  was  to 
be  put  in  operations  in  1951. 

Scavenging. 

The  experiment  in  nightsoil  composting  proved  very  suc¬ 
cessful  and  is  being  continued.  Attempts  to  interest  farmers 
have  been  most  disappointing,  but  it  is  intended  to  persevere. 
A  visit  to  the  site  in  operation  would  do  much  to  dispel  the 
natural  aversion  to  having  the  lagoons  upon  farming  land. 

Attention  has  been  drawn  to  letters  in  the  press  and  maga¬ 
zine  articles  which  refer  disparagingly  to  the  Council’s  vehi¬ 
cles  which  operate  the  nightsoil  service.  It  is  quite  realised 
that  their  references  are  intended  to  draw  attention  to  the 
need  of  a  water  carriage  system,  but  they  are  not  calci dated  to 
help  in  the  retention  of  men  for  this  work.  The  duties  are 
unpleasant  and  the  men  are  performing  a  great  public  service.

Furthermore  the  Council  is  very  well  aware  of  the  need  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  and  has,  as  already 
shown,  schemes  approved  and  in  hand  for  a  number  of  villages. 
A  survey  of  the  remainder,  which  still  await  an  adequate  piped 
water  supply,  is  to  take  place  in  1951. 


D.  HOUSING. 

Overcrowding. 

Cases  of  this  are  discovered  but  action  is  most  difficult 
if  not  impossible  until  new  housing  needs  are  met. 

It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  complete  the  housing  survey. 

37  building  licences  to  the  value  of  £15,838  have  been 
granted  for  repairs  and  improvements. 

9  licences  were  granted  for  the  erection  of  new  houses. 


E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Meat  Inspection. 

This  is  now  almost  wholly  confined  to  the  abattoirs  at 
Rugby  and  Coventry.  Occasionally  inspections  are  made  of 
casualties  and,  on  request,  of  cottagers’  pigs. 

Ice  Cream. 

The  pre-packed  or  wrapped  product  continues  to  be 
encouraged  and  no  other  type  of  registration  has  been  granted. 

Food  Premises. 

Inspections  have  been  made  at  various  types  of  food 
premises.  No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  have  been  reported.

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  figures  that  the  number 
of  cases  was  below  the  average  for  the  past  20  years,  and  the 
total  number  of  deaths  above  the  average. 

10  patients  were  admitted  to  Sanatorium  during  1950  ; 
4  were  discharged. 
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When  considering  the  above  figures  for  case  incidence  and 
annual  deaths  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  population 
has  increased  from  9,738  in  1931  to  the  present  level  of  12,870. 
This  represents  a  32%  increase  of  persons  at  risk  and  so  a  re¬ 
duction  of  nearly  30%  has  occurred  in  the  death  rate  due  to 
Tuberculosis.

Dairies. 

The  majority  of  milk  retailers  in  the  Council’s  area  are 
producer  retailers,  whose  premises  are  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Complaints  were  received  of 
bad  keeping  quality  and  samples  were  taken  and  the  results 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  There  was  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Milk  Production  Officer  in  connection  with 
tire  erection  of  new  dairies  and  cowsheds  particularly  with 
regard  to  drainage  and  water  supply.

In  a  number  of  parishes  the  separate  collection  of  tins

Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  all  cases. 

Sewerege  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Maintenance  work  has  been  carried  out  on  sewers  in  most 
parishes  as  required  from  time  to  time  ;  sewer  ditches  have 
been  cleansed  and  in  some  cases  piped,  although  this  latter 
remedy  is  not  favoured  except  in  extreme  cases  of  nuisance. 
Considerable  time  and  expense  has  been  saved  by  employing 
a  cesspool  emptier  for  the  cleansing  of  settling  tanks  and  grit 
chambers.  The  work  is  efficiently  and  expeditiously  carried 
out  by  a  firm  of  contractors  and  they  now  cover  the  Council’s 
area  also  for  the  emptying  of  private  cesspools  and  tanks.  In 
this  connection  it  is  to  be  noted  that  all  septic  tanks  should  be 
de-sludged  periodically  and  attention  to  this  would  remove  a 
common  source  of  pollution  of  ditches  and  water  courses. 

Housing. 

With  the  continued  rise  in  costs  of  building  repairs,  it  is 
not  surprising  to  find  landlords  reluctant  to  carry  out  repairs. 
Until  the  rent  question  is  settled  it  is  not  thought  that  there 
can  be  any  improvement  in  the  position.  The  advent  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1949,  has  not  resulted  in  many  applications  for 
grants  for  improvement;  the  conditions  are  of  course  somewhat 
of  a  deterrent. 

Houses  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation  as  far  back  as 
1937  are  still  occupied  ;  in  view  of  the  demolition  hanging  over 
them  no  repairs  are  carried  out  and  in  some  cases  the  struc¬ 
tures  have  become  dangerous. 

Continued  recourse  to  caravans  as  a  solution  to  the  hou¬ 
sing  problem  is  made  by  the  homeless  and  those  sharing  houses. 
Application  for  the  Council’s  permission  is  not  always  made 
and  these  cases  are  frequently  discovered  only  after  occupa¬ 
tion  has  begun.
